My Lords and Gentlemen, 

The following is my Report for the year 1891. 

The National Gallery of Ireland was open to the public under the usual conditions, 
from the 1st of January to the 31st of December, with the exception of October, during 
which it was closed for cleaning, &c. 

Within that period the number of visitors was : — 

Free admissions, , . . . . . . . .86,633 

(Of whom 25,091 entered on Sundays.) 

By payment, ......... 1,606 

Students’ attendances, . . . . . . . .1,197 

The number of catalogues sold was 607 (against 1 36 for 1890). 

The number of new students admitted to copy was 47 ; 36 ladies and 11 gentlemen.
